COL. WALDORF 


Delivers a Ruling in Regard 


- to Certain Stamp Duties. 


In reply to aa.enquiry made by a 


probate judge in a .neighboring county 
internal Revenue Collector Waldorf 
lias made the following reply: 


"The commissioner of internal rev- 


enue has published a ruling on the 
amendment passed March 2d, 1901, 
t.o the war revenue law in reference to 
stamp tax bonds of executors, admin- 
istrators, guardians, receivers and 
such other officers appointed by the 
probate or common pleas courts are 
required to hare aflixed and cancelled 
a iiO cent stamp providing- they are 
delivered on-and after July 1st, 190.1. 


"He also rules that the following 


bonds do not require \o be stamped 
under the amendment: Bonds used i" 
-legal proceedings, such as prosecution 
bouds, .injunction 
bonds, bonds 
to 


stay proceedings, bonds upon appeal. 
bonds upon right of error, bonds for 
costs, bonds given in cloim and deliv- 
ery action, for property are not in- 
cluded in the terms of paragraph 1 
and therefore .exempt from tax. 


"All 
bonds that require stamps as 


avove described that have been deliv- 
ered to your court since 
.Tune 30.
